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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner upholds previous rejection wherein 
applicant argues that Tagami does not teach "determining a rendering characteristic for each of the primary and secondary colors ". 
Applicant states in the current application's published specification paragraphs 10-11 a rendering characteristic defined as a screen 
characteritic and examiner is using that same definition to find that in Tagami. Also applicant in specification paragraphs 13 and 28-29 
defines a rendering characteristic as a screen percentage or similar aspect where color catalogs are used. Tagami in Column 6, Lines 54- 
67, Column 7, Lines 1-42 describes screen characteristics used for each color therefore Tagami according to the definition given by the 
applicant's specification teaches rendering characteistics as screen characteristics, therefore examiner upholds rejection. 
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
